much attention. from the Congress 
and the White House recently. As 
a member of the House Small 
Business Committee, I am well 
aware of the challenges small busi- 
nessmen have made to the need 
for Federal paperwork, They claim 
that the inereases in the number 
and complexity of Federal report- 
ing and recordkeeping require- 
ments are smothering profit mar- 
gins, discouraging growth and hin- 


instances the facts support their 
claims. 

Reporting and recordkeeping re- 
quirements originate in the legiti- 
mate responsibility of the govern- 
ment to safeguard and promote 
the public interest, The informa- 
tion collected from. businesses 
{hrough government forms can, if 
properly administered, provide 
Federal decision-makers with facts 
necessary to properly evaluate the 
effectiveness of government pro- 
prams and the need for further 
legislative action. 

But the expansion of the fune- 
tions of all Ievels of government 
in redent years has resulted in an 
enormous paperwork burden on 
the small businesses upon which 
the economics of States like 
Maine depend, More than 5,200 
forms requiring more than 2 bil- 
lion sheets of paper are now In 
use, Federal paperwork, when 
compounded by hundreds of State 
and local reporting requirements, 
tends to make compliance with re- 
porting requirements extremely 
costly for small business. 

Small businessmen and women 
clearly feel oppressed by tha gov 
ernment's reporting requirements, 
In a recent poll conducted by an 
independent consulting firm, 849% 
of all small business repondents 
characterized the government. ré« 
porting required of them as “bur.

The actual cost of all this pa- 
perwork is very difficult to esti- 
mate. The effects of paperwork 
often take the form of incaleuable 
“hidden” costs, such as hindrance 
to growth, discouragement of in- 
novation, and reluctance to take 
potentially profitable. risks. But 
simply in terms of dollars, the 


many cost of paperwork to both business 


and government is staggering. _ 

It has been estimated that pri- 
vate enterprise spends more than 
130 million manhours annually 
filling out the more than 10 bil- 
lion sheets of paper that wend 
their way through Federal offices. 
The total cost of paperwork was 
placed at $40 billion — 20 billion 
for busness to research and com- 
plete forms, and another 20 pil- 
lion for government to prepare, 
distribute, evaluate, and store the 
data. To the average small buai- 
ness, this represents over 80 man 
days per year which must be de- 
voted solely to filling out forms, 
at an average annual cost of 
$5,900 per firm, 

While the weight of the paper 
work burden is felt by private 
enterprises of all sizes, smaller 
firms have been particularly af- 
fected by increased information 
demands. With smaller gross an- 
nual ¢arnings over which to spread 
the cost of paperwork, smaller 
businesses carry a greater finan- 
cial burden in complying with 
Federal xeporting requirements. 
Complex Federal forms offen 
force small businessmen to seck 
professional assistance. Because 
they are unable to afford the com- 
puter systems and in-house at- 
torncys used by larger firms, small 
businesses must often contract for 
these services, resulting in a 
higher per-unit form cost,
